the sanction either of Congréss or the coun-

Tar Svreugme Coumnt.—It appears to be
generally conceded that Mr, Joseph P. Brad-
ley, of New Jersey, whose name was recently
sent to the Senate by the President for the
vacancy on the Dench of the Supreme Court
caused by the death of Justice Wayne, of
Georgia, will encounter the same fale that
awaited Attorney-Geveral Hoar's nomination
for the same position.

residents of their respective circuits would
soom to indicate that the committes is unfa-
vorable to his confirmation,
